The oantral platform is, of conrse, 
the standpoint from which visitors will 
view the panorama— and therefore the 
artists aro obliged to go to it frequently 
its tho painting nuars completion, in or- 
der to observe the effect and progress 
of their work. This, too, is the place 
of conference, nnd despite tho signs of 
No Admittance" within and without, 
visitors arc frequent and usually wel- 
come. These visitors arc often veteran 
soldiers who took part in tho action 
presented and who often maku help- 
ful su^gestiona. The army stories that 
aro told on tho central platform, when 
old soldiers meet and discuss the. old 
days, would, if collected, make a pro- 
digious volume. The Hour of tho plat- 
form is chalked anil reclialked with 
diagrams, some referring to the pano- 
rama itself, bur more to illustrate oc- 
currences upon either fields. The strong 
pine rniT surrounding the platfnrm is 
penciled all over with kindred decora- 
tions whiln scraps of paper, upon 
which are memoranda of incidents and 
a variety of datu, as well as names and 
addresses, are piuncd to the convenient 
timber with thumb tucks. The art- 
ists point steadily, every Individual 
being mainly occupied in perfecting 
his own work, though never hesitat- 
ing to ask or extend aid in some special 
direction. Onoortlst. for instance, has 
an excellent figure of n monnted offi- 
cer, nil oompleto excepting tho por- 
trait, a photograph for which Is pinned 
to tho canvas. While this artist goes 
to strengthen n line of linttle, another 
one will rapidly paint in an admirable 
portruit for the Incomplete figure. Soon 
another brush Is busv with the horse, 
while still another nrtlst calls for some 
special saddle and bridle to be brought 
to the platform that he mav paint the 
trappings. * Now, look at the buck of 
the photograph which is pinned to the 
canvas— a faded carte de visito of a 
young officer; upon u slip of paper we 
read the following: "Colonel K., now 
on (ienernl Sheridan's stuff; then Cap- 
tain (ioneral Thomas' staff, H 47 (mean- 
ing section H, square 47 of the pan- 
orama) ;" French cap. blouse, Captain's 
straps- staff -dark blno trousers, gold 
conl, cavalry boots, stuff sword, Mo- 
riellnn saddle; Shabrack— black horse;

RKACH ACQUITTED. 

Tho trial of Joseph A. Reach, in- 
dicted for manslaughter for killing 
Malt Arms., col., last Christmas, in 
this city, waa concluded Tuesday and 
a verdict of acquittal rendered.

Reach is a 
stone-mason about 36 or 40 years of 
age. 

Sheriff John Boyd, accompanied by 
John Felaud, Jr., will leave to-day 
for Frankfort with 3 couvicta for 
the penitentiary. Jeff Stevenson goes 
for 21 yearsand Chas.

Granville McReynolds, col., was 
tried yesterday for petit larceny and 
found guilty and given oue mouth in 
the county jail. He stole a pipe from 
Clarence Sallee.

A Perilous Adventure. 

Deputy Collector Gus H. Moore, or 
this city, captured a* moonshine still 
in Grayson couuty last Saturday 
night. The discovery of the still was 
reported by a man named J. C. Stone 
and Mr. Mooro waa detailed to cap- 
ture it. Accompanied by Stone bo act 
out from Leitchflold on foot aud after 
walking about 3 piiles through tho 
woods they found themaelvea in a very 
rough and hilly place. They follow- 
ed a winding path through brush 
along the banks of a ravine In a deep 
hollow. Then by crawling along 
i hey came Ui a hollow about 50 foot 
wide and 30 feet deep, and peering 
over tho edge or the bluff they saw 
by tho light of a tire six men seated 
around tho still under the edge or an 
overhanging rock. Every mail of 
them was armed with a rifle. Re- 
maining quiet they pretty soon saw 
tiie entire party shoulder their guns 
and make straight for the point where 
tlioy were concealed. They barely 
had lime to dodgo to oue aide when 
the moil passed by within three foot 
oT thorn without seeing them. Thoy 
lay perfectly quiet on the ground 
with cocked revolvers In their hands. 
Pretty soon a dog came along that 
had remained behind and growled 
as he seentod tho officers, but passed 
on without barking. After remain- 
ing still for an hour or more, the two 
went down into the hollow and de- 
stroyed several casks or beer and 
somo material for making Illicit 
whisky, after which they took the still 
and carried it throe miles away aud 
destroyed It. They then went to tho 
railroad and walked the track to 
Leltchfleid. Tho warranta of arresl 
for the moonahliiera were turned 
over to Marshal! John Rule, who will 
have a dangerous duty to discharge 
In capturing the offenders.

AN ABUSED DAY 

Why Christinas Khoulri ba Observed In tha 
Spirit ol l-nosarntatlooa Charltr. 
Christmas is tho greatest day in the 
ear. Is thcro a feeling that thcro is 
getting to bo too much of it? not too 
much of it in the way of kindliness and 
brotherly love, but in the way of worry 
and erpenso. Tho weeks before il are 
full of feverish excitement, of nervous 
expectation, of perplexity; the days 
following It, of exhaustion. Childhood 
is on tiptoe iu two hemispheres, and 
childhood has become so conscious of 
iu deserts that it is noxt lo impossible 
to surprise it, except by loo small gifts. 
Tho day has to carry a tremendous 
load. Tho obesity that might be dis- 
tributed in healthful streams throngh- 
out the year is poured out in it in 
prodigal waste by some, who seem 
glad to relievo themselves of obliga- 
tion by a single act. lu point of cost 
it ia oqusl to half a dozen wordings. 
Year by year tho expense of gifts in- 
oreases. Is this the dictate of fashion, 
or owing to the growth of kindly fool- 
ing? Is it a spontaneous response to 
the spirit of the day, or do any poople 
make gifts because they arc expected 
to, and because ovorybody clso does, 
and beoanso there has grown up of 
late years a rivalry in this matter? 
.Since tho Puritan distrust of this great 
feast-day abated, the American poople, 
who are tho most generous poople In 
the world, have taken up Christmas 
with tho same enthusiasm that lately 
almost buried funerals under a weight 
of floral tributes. Wo readily incline 
to excess, to an excess that destroys 
the object we seek. Even for 
our pleasures and amusements 
wo work harder than any other 
people and probably get less 
rest and entertainment. At tbo 
rato we are now rushinj; Christinas 
wo are in danger of wearing it out in 
a dccoMe or two more. It is alreaily a 
period from which too many poople 
dato nervous prostration. Instead of 
making the season a simple and enjoy- 
able holiday, we aro in danger of mak- 
ing it an intolerable burden. 

It is because tho Drawor desires to 
preserve this Christmas season as one 
of gayety and frolio and simple 
pleasures, and widening and deepening 
Christian charity, that it makes these 
unwelcome observations. There are no 
more engaging creatures than children, 
unless it be maidens at tho age when, 
on holidays, thoy posu as first or sec- 
ond conslns, or serene and lovely elder- 
ly people in the midst of an all'cction- 
ate family. Hut It cuts across the 
spirit of tLo holiday whon the children 
are more eager for a oostly gift than 
for a .game of blind-man's-buff, and the 
maidens do not value the salute under 
the mlstletoo unions it is accompanied 
by a tliamond bracelet; ami the elderly 
people, disturbed by this cultivated 
habit of greedy expectation, are 
grumbling about the expense of the 
season. Tlioro is small dungor that 
charitv to tho poor will bo overdone, 
that tho spirit of tho day in regard to 
interfainily, interstate and Internation- 
al good-will may go to excess, or that 
the leaven of tho Sermon on tho Mount 
will work too powerfully In a society 
that would be a mass of selfishness 
without It. It is incalculable what 
Christmas and the spirit of Christmas 
has dono and is doing for tho world. 
Tho sun that rises on that day 
in northern latitudes may not 
melt the Ice in the streams or 
tho frost on the window-panes, but 
(hero is no day like it for thawing tho 
human heart throughout Christendom. 
There is no day like It for assuaging 
enmities, and reviving tender mem- 
ories, and drawing together tho 
estranged, and narrowing the gulf be- 
tween classes. During this day tho 
world la a brotherhood. In the .won- 
drniia 1m . tii nf a child all the world re- 
news for somo hours its childish faith 
and simplicity. The spiritof this event 
prevails far "beyond the circles where 
it is scgardod aa a reality. 

Why overlay It with artificiality? 
Why make It an cxponso hard to be 
borne? Why put into the preparation 
for it an amount of labor and worry 
that ends in wearinoss and exhaustion? 
Costly gifts are the least necessary part 
of It, worry la foreign to its spirit, and 
both together may make it In time a 
burden, and as distasteful as the noise 
and incendiarism of the Fourth of July. 
The perpetuity of the best institution 
depends upon moderation. Children 
are tho hope of tho world. We should 
not undervalue them because they are 
plenty. Homo rule is just now the 
most popular dootrino In tho world. 
But It may be just as well for tho next

all home rotors. Give the parents a 
chance; they will be all tho better for 
It. Lot ua lot up a little on tho worry 
and cost of Christmas, and koep tho 
best holiday of the ages in toll old spirit 
of unostentatious charity and the exer- 
clao of mirth and good will that re- 
freshes and does not weary. — Ckarltt 
Dudley Warntr, in Harpers Magtuint.

Ths Olldewell Family Changa 
Their Bssldenos, But the Vis- 
ltationt Oontlnne. 

[Louisville Tlmea.) 

A Logan-county man who lias juit 
arrived In the city gtvea a few lien 
polnU aboaU "the gbost," aa that mys 
terioua tliaturber or the peace ami 
quiet of Mr. Sain Glldewell's ramlly, 
who live near Buckaville, in Ixigau 
comity, lo commonly called. The cit 
izena throughout that aection for 
milea around are much wrought up 
about the matter, and while tho gen- 
eral verdict la againata real, old-laah 
ioned ghoat, nobody has aa yet been 
able to explain the myatery, though 
liuudreda oftht moat eubatantial and 
level-headed citizens in the vicinity 
have vlaited tho diatrcascd family and 
witnessed tueiiuaccouutable phenom- 
ena, which ror six weeka baa misti- 
flett the most or them. 

Laat week hia ghostship mademat- 
tera to hot at the Ulidewell inanaion 
that the ramily, rather than be terri- 
fied and annoyed further moved out 
and left tho bouae, going to another 
house on an adjoining farm, and as 
nothing else of a supernatural nature 
occurred, tho opinion prevailed that 
Ihc ghost was eflee.lually "laid." A 
few daya alnce, however, the disturb- 
ances were renewed at tho new resi- 
dence of the Ulidowell family with 
rwloubled vigor. The skeptical are 
mutt, and the supcisalltloiiseaya: "I 
tOid you ao." The disturbances con- 
sist in mysterious movements or the 
ruruiture and fixtures about the 
houac, strange noiaca in unoccupied 
rooms and unaccountable douches of 
water from the ceilings of upstairs 
rooms, while persons occupying those 
rooms see nothing to indicate the un- 
welcome shower-bath that la descend- 
ing on the luckless heads of those be- 
low. The bed clothing is also forci- 
bly removed from tho occupants of 
the beds. 

The ghost, which is certainly a 
very unconventional ghost, makes 
himself known usually from sun-up 
till bed-tlmo, thereby catting reflec- 
tions on time-honored customs of his 
predecessors. Nor does he perform 
for all and all alike, but culy breaks 
forth when and before whom he sees 
lit. Some common-aeiiae viaitora 
havo taken this as an indication thai 
his gbostabip fears exposure, but on 
vaunting this boast and repeating 
their visits have had thoir boastful- 
neaa rebuked and their new clothes 
spoiled by unlooked-for drenchings 
of foul-sinelliug water and other less- 
er aiuioyauces. 

Mr. Jo. Price, of Aubarn, than 
whom no one in the community 
stands higher for veracity, integrity 
and good common sense, visited the 
scene of the dieturbaucea sometime 
alnce, and, as nothing uncommon oc- 
curred during his stay, roturncd 
home, thinking that the ghost would 
not reveal llaelf to him ; but he ro- 
poated hia Vialt day before yeaterday, 
and now haB not a word of thla aort 
to say. lie declarea that while hia 
wife waa ataiatiug Mrs. Glldewell In 
preparing some potatoes for dinner, 
water suddenly began to run through 
the celling and fall into the potato 
pan ; that once when he left hit muir- 
box in an unoccupied room and step- 
ped to the door, the box was missing 
on hit return, and Grandmother 
Ulldewell's spectacles were left in its 
place. 

Nearly all the furniture and cloth- 
ing about the place have been ruined 
by the mysterious water; and the 
family it very much annoyed, not to 
say terrified, and all Inquiaitivevlsit- 
ors are welcomed in the hope that the 
mystery may be solved. 

A well was recently dug on the 
Glldewell farm, In which some pe- 
culiar stone was found, whichexcHcd 
commonl at the time, as it waa claim- 
ed that it contained mineral. A few 
daya since an unknown aud mysteri- 
ous colored citizen appeared on the 
acene,and ex plai ncd the preaence of the 
ghost by the tact that there was a 
gold mine on the place. A short 
time afterwards ho left with hia 
pockola full or the alleged mineral, 
and hat not been hoard from since. 

Mr. Glidewell Is a nallvo of Ten- 
nessee, but hat lived in Logau coun- 
ty for about twenty yoars, aud he 
and hit entire family are as well re- 
spected and stand as high as any in 
the community. Mr. Olidcwcll has 
been marriud twice, and is now liv- 
ing with his second wife, by whom 
he has one child— a littlo girl. Dy 
his former wifo he has seven children 
— one grown sou and three grown 
daughters, two little daughters and a 
little son. They all live together, 
and, In addition, Mr. Glldewell. 
mother and maiden ulster reside with 
them. The reporter's Informant docs 
not commit himself to the ghost the- 
ory, bnt gives the above statement 
for what it is worth. The informant 
is a reliable man, who, iu his turn, 
gained bis information from a num- 
ber of the best cltlzena in East Logan 
county.
